Speaking on bch...lf of the faculty, Professor Oscar Darter, head or" the History 
Department, told of Dr. Anderson f s inter, t end participation in civic affairs. 
He : aid tfcu.t Dr. Anderson once said to him th..t any rcouc t from a student or 
group of students would receive hie most whole-hearted attention. Professor Darter 
also made the signific .ant rcm.rk that never hud he heard Dr. anderson make a critical 
or unkind remark about anyone. 

The Y choir then sang "Abide With Lie" after ' hich Dr. Combs teld of Dr. Ander- 
sen 9 s career as an educator of renown. Dr. Combs during hie college c> rccr was a 
student of Dr. Anderren, He roc Ilea how inspiring he had boon as a profc.eor dur- 
ing the stormy days of the first war, and how ho h..d continued his influence up in- 
to "the last days. Ho concluded by saying that Dr. Anderson's death was a great loss 
to our college in that a valuable friend t jid a loved professor hud left us. 

The benediction by Dr. Caver lee of the Baptist church ended the service.
